EYE COLOR 


All babies aro born blue eyed. 
The eyes become 


moro deeply pigmented if they axe to bo grey,' 
brown or black in about six weeks. 


That's flat. 
^ 
Now. then, to put the matter scientifically, all 


babies aro born brown eyed. In fact, every human 
eye is brown. 


That's queer. 
Page the champeen explainer. 
You pee. it's this way. The color of the pigment 


in the iris or ring around the pupil is brown in 
every instance. 
"When there Is very little pigment 


there, small particles widely scattered through the 
color ring, wo say the eyes are blue. When there 
is no pigment there (as in the albino), the pink tint 
of the retina in the back & the eyes shows through. 
When there is a moderate amount of pigment, the 
eyes look grey. 
"When there is more pigment in 


the iris the eyes look brown. When the irises are 
most deeply pigmented we call the eyes black. But 
you can see how it is that all eyes are brown, now, 
and then figure out for yourself the reasons for 
hazel, violet and other romantic colors in eyes. 


There's a popular notion that black eyes are more 


powerful than grey or blue eyes. Nothing In it, 
except that the more deeply pigmented eyes en- 
dure intense light better than the pale colored eyes. 
Tropical races have dark eyes; people In northern 
climes have blue eyes, as a rule. 


Blue eyes in youth often become grey or brown 


in maturity. 
•, Some persons with anemia have a bluish tint in 
the sclerotlcs. the "whites" of the eyes. Then, too, 
there are certain families who inherit bluish scler- 
otics. 


A sallowlsh or yellowish tinge of the scTerotlcs 


is usually due to a simple congestion of a chronic 
conjunctivitis, and not to "liver complaint." Con- 
junctivitis means inflammation of the mucous mem- 
brane lining the eyelids ana covering: the eyeball. 
In actual jaundice not only the "whites" of the eyes 
are stained yellow, but the conjunctival and other 
mucous membranes show the stain of bile. too. 


Redness of the eyes, when not a feature of eye 


inflammation, is often due to trouble in the nose' 
and can be overcome only through treatment of the 
nasal trouble. 


It is not advisable to apply boric acid solution or 


other washes merely to "clear" the eyes, though an 
occasional drop of warm boric acid solution may be 
used in. each eye for the relief of congestion from 
low grade conjunctivitis, or a solution of 10 grains 
of boric acid, one grain of zinc sulphate (which is 
astringent) and one ounce of distilled water may be 
used. 
When both parents are blue eyed all the children 


are likely—but not certain—to be blue eyed. When 
one parent is blue eyed and the other has darker 
eyes, about half the children will be blue eyed and 
half will have eyes not quite so dark as the dark 
arent's. If both parents are brown eyed, all the 
hildren. will be likely—not certain — to be brown 
yed. As a matter of fact, about one-fourth of the 
hildren usually have eyes lighter in color than the 
yes of the lighter colored parent.

From Silage

Vegetarianism Isn't 


A Fad In Present Day 


Diet, Statistics Say 


Washington, D. G.—Vegetarianism 


is no longer a fad. flaunted by an ex- 
clusive few who like to quote George 
Bernard Shaw. It has become a cus- 
tom, adopted 
by 
an 
ever-growing 


number of people and strongly en- 
dorsed by science. Hotels and res- 
tuarants have recently recognized it 
by adding special vegetable dinners 
to their menus, while complete vege 
tarian cafes are now popular feat- 
tures in most of our large cities. 


This vigorous vegetarian boom has 


corns about largely since the war. 
During the last years of the conflict 
when food was growing scarce a great 
educational campaign was carried on 


straight [io convince the public that it could 


easily set along with meat only three 
times a week—or. in fact, with no 
meat at ail. From 
tho Interallied 


Council of Physiologists came the fol- 
lowing statement: 


"It is not thought desirable to fix 


a minimum meat ration, in view of 
the fact that no absolute physiologi- 
cal need for meat exists, since the 
porteins of meat can N» replaced by 
other proteins of animal origin, suo'.i 
as thoso contained in milk, cheese and 
oegs. ns well as proteins of vegetable 
origin." / 
The truth of this statement was 


clearly demonstrated during- the war 
when 
meat 
was 
unobtainable bv 


the vast majority of people, who 
were 
compelled to 
live 
on 
a 


rnilk and vegetable diet. Not onlv did 
tha Danes find that thay rnuld get 
along- without meat but that they 
flourished without it.A dietetic au- 
thority who was especiillv interested 
in the enforced 
experiment points 


that thnt during this vegetarian per- 
iod the mortality rate in Denmark 
showed a striking decrease .and he has 
the national statistic* to prove it 


Before the war. t'.ie arguments in 


favor of vegetarianism or against it 
were largely concerned with man's 
past The advocates of a fle«hy diet 
claimed to be guided by t'ie loxg ex- 
perience of mankind. Man had al- 
ways eaten meat, they said: he hai 
grown fond of it. and a good deal of 
his progress had been made on n 
f!«shy diet. There was. therefore, no 
reason why he 
should 
suddenly 


change. 


MALADIES DfE TO MEAT 


This argument the vecetanans met 


with the counter-claim that man's 
early ancestors were not fiosh eat- 
ers: that they livod principally on 
fruits and nuts, and that they were 
unquestionably much stronger phys- 
ically than their present day. meat- 
eating descendant^ To this conten- 
tion they added a li«=t of modern ma- 
ladies due to a. super-abundance of 
moat in the diet. 


But while these Interesting alter- 


cations were occurirsg among dietetic 
authorities, the vast majority of men 


likewise scorns meat, is one of the 
fiercest fighters in the forest. 


All of this anti-meat agitation has 


undoubtedly had its effect, for res 
taurants are not the only agencies 
that notice an increase in vegetar- 
ianism. The consumption of meat 
substitutes in the average _ household 
is aHo seen to be steadily increas* 
ing. 
Tho eating of cheese, for in- 


stance, is much more widespread in 
this country than it was before the 
war. Eggs. too. are much more in 
demand. Both cheese and eggs are 
excellent substitutes for meat, but 
they're poor in 
carbohydrates an^l 


therefore, in addition, bread and some 
starchy vegetable should be included 
m the menu. 


The increasing knowledge of diete 


"tics evidenced by the average house- 
wife is also responsible, to some ex- 
tent, for the growing use of meat 
substitutes. "Women nowadays do not 
plan their menus by instinct. They 
know approximately the amount of 
various food items a meal should con 
tain, and there is little danger of n. 
meatless menu being ill-balanced. Ev- 
en vegetarians probably get a great 
deal more protein in their daily diet 
than they actually require.
